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WORK STARTS 

ON £710,000 
CREN REFURR

WORK has started on the 
long-awaited £750,000 refur¬ 
bishment of Harlow’s ageing 
Parndon Wood Crematorium. 

The project is based on plans 
announced at the end of last year and 
will be the first major overhaul of 
the crematorium in its 51-year histo¬ 
ry. 

Planned improvements include an 
expanded covered area for mourners 
to gather and view floral tributes, a 
new glazed archway at the building’s 
entrance, enhanced landscaping 
across the site, improved access 
roads and extra parking. 

The centrepiece of the pro¬ 
gramme - an ultra-modern open 
chapel overlooking a new water gar¬ 


den - is due to be completed by the 
beginning of October. 

Until then, all funerals will take 
place in a specially designed tempo¬ 
rary chapel set within the main orna¬ 
mental lawn. 

The work is being overseen by 
crematorium operator Westerleigh, 
which took over management of the 
service from Harlow Council on a 
25-year lease in July last year. 


The deal is expected to pave the 
way for a further £3m of investment 
in the facility, with plans already in 
place to install new cremators and 
emissions control equipment. 

Westerleigh managing director 
Richard Evans said this week: 
“Parndon Wood is a beautiful, natu¬ 
ral place and we have tried to 
redesign the building so that people 
feel more a part of this setting when 


they attend a funeral. 

“The improvements will also see 
a major overhaul of all of our fix¬ 
tures and systems to ensure that the 
very best possible level of service 
will be provided to bereaved fami¬ 
lies in the future. 

“In the meantime, funerals will be 
held in a high quality temporary 
chapel which has all of the features 
of the original chapel and is nicely 
positioned within our gardens.” 

Jon Clempner, Harlow Council’s 
portfolio holder for the environment, 
added: “The new chapel will make a 
big difference to Parndon Wood and 
take the service into the 21 st century. 

“This and other investment in the 
facilities will help create a modern 
facility whilst retaining the tranquil 
and dignified environment where 
people say farewell to their loved 
ones.”

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MP calls on the 
Government to 
act over school 
lunch loophole 

HUNDREDS of Harlow College 
students are missing out on free 
school meals because of “unfair” 
Government policy, according to 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon. 

Speaking in a Parliamentary debate 
last week, the Tory backbencher 
called on ministers to rethink 
current funding arrangements that 
mean 16-18 year-olds attending 
further education colleges must pay 
for lunch while those studying at 
school sixth forms and university 
technical colleges can eat for free. 
“There is a loophole in the system 
that has been damaging the life 
chances of young people at Harlow 
College and elsewhere for too 
long,” Mr Halfon said. 

“Harlow College estimates at least 
350 of its FE students are in severe 
need of free school meals. These are 
young people who turn up to 
college hungry every day and 
whose education is at significant 
risk as a result.” 

Although the college receives no 
direct binding to help 
disadvantaged students, it has 
dipped into a new bursary scheme 
to offer some a food subsidy of 
around £1.20 a day for three days a 
week through the campus canteen. 
But Mr Halfon said it is not always 
clear who is in the most need as few 
of the college’s feeder schools share 
data on which students regularly 
claimed free meals before moving 
into further education. 

“I urge the Government to look at 
obliging schools to share data with 
further education colleges on which 
pupils need free school meals and 
to provide more financial support 
to level the playing field with sixth- 
form colleges and schools,” he said.

A YEAR-on-year drop in Harl¬ 
ow’s overall crime rate is being 
hailed as proof the town is becom¬ 
ing safer a place to live and work. 

According to the latest figures from 
Essex Police, the total number of 
reported offences has fallen for the 
second year running. 

The report highlights significant 
drops in vehicle crime (down by 10.8 
per cent), shoplifting (10.4 per cent) 
and criminal damage (7.9 per cent), 
while the number of serious sexual 
attacks has fallen by 5.3 per cent. 

Smaller reductions have also been 
recorded in violent crime (down by 0.2 
per cent) and residential burglaries 
(down 1.4 per cent).

Harlow District Commander Ben 
Hodder said the figures were a result of 
the efforts of the Safer Harlow 
Partnership - a multi-agency group 
made up of the police, Harlow Council 
and local NHS Trusts - and targeted 
police operations. 

“Whilst the figures make good read¬ 
ing, we are not complacent,” he said. 
“My officers are actively reminding 
people about their security and person¬ 
al safety, to lock outbuildings when not 
in use and for people to be aware of 
their surroundings at all times.” 

He added: “We will aim to keep up 


the momentum to ensure Harlow 
remains a safe place to live and work.” 

Harlow Council leader Mark Wilk¬ 
inson said the statistics proved Harlow 
was becoming a safer place to live and 
work. 

“In Harlow there is a perception that 
crime and anti-social behaviour is a big 
problem and this is simply not the 
case,” he said. “These facts speak for 
themselves and crime continues to 
reduce in the town. 

“However, residents and business all 
have a role to play in reducing crime 
further. Our homes and business prem¬ 
ises need to be secure at all times and 
we all need to be careful with our per¬ 
sonal belongings when out and about.”

THE parents of a budding young 
footballer suspected of suffering 
from a rare disease are holding a 
fun day to raise money for the 
hospital trying to get to the 
bottom of his symptoms. 

Michelle and Lee Dorling, of Milwards, 
Harlow, have organised the family event 
at The Link in Parsloe Road to raise 
money for the Great Ormond Street 
Hospital charity and Soccer Mayhem, a 
youth football club where their nine- 
year-old son Rowan trained. 

The couple decided to hold the event as 
a way of giving something back to the 
hospital, which is currently running tests 
on Rowan after he fell ill earlier this 
year. 

“It all began in January when Rowan 
suddenly started putting on weight after 
Christmas,” Michelle explained. “At first 
we thought it was all part of adolescence 
but when he continued to put more on at 
an alarming rate we knew something 
more serious was up. 

“He is a very active boy who trains with 
West Ham’s academy three or four times 
a week so it didn't make any sense.” 
Michelle said that despite their concerns 
initially being dismissed bv GPs, they 
decided to seek private medical advice 


and were eventually referred to GOSH 
where medics tentatively diagnosed a 
condition called Cushing”s Disease. 
“Cushing’s is an extremely rare 
condition caused by underlying tumours 
usually in the adrenal glands,” said 
Michelle. “The side effects include high 
blood pressure, excessive weight gain 
due to an unnatural increase in steroid 
production in the body, high cholesterol, 
depression and a ‘moon’ face. 


“It has been very difficult for Rowan. He 
has always been a very happy, easy-going 
boy but this has really knocked his 
confidence. Putting on the fundraiser has 
been a good way to distract us all from 
the illness whilst he still undergoes tests.” 
The fundraiser takes place on Saturday, 
June 30 starting at 1pm. Attractions 
include a full fairground, stalls, live 
music, football challenges and a licensed 
bar. 


“The day is really aimed at having 
something for all the family,” added 
Michelle. “It’s been hard work to 
organise but worth it to support Rowan’s 
old football team and give something 
back to GOSH. The staff there really 
have been fantastic and have given a 
good prognosis at this point. 

“I’d love to be able to give them a good 
amount so really hope as many people as 
possible come down for a brilliant day 
supporting an incredible cause.”

She 
pulled it back, at which point he 
again became aggressive and 
punched her in the side of the face, 
knocking her to the floor. 

Police were called and Cahill told 
them the ward nurses did not believe 
he was unwell and kept saying he was 
deliberately throwing himself on the 
floor. 

He claimed one nurse kept forcing 
him into his bed while another tried 
to push him back with a trolley so he 
pushed her. Cahill added he would 
not hit a woman but accepted he may 
have lashed out unintentionally. 

Emma Davenport, representing 
Cahill, handed magistrates a letter 
from a professor of clinical biochem¬ 
istry and medicine who was treating 
the defendant. In the letter the pro¬ 
fessor said the defendant’s behaviour 
could have been caused by diabetes. 

“His mobility is impaired and he is 
in a wheelchair,” said Miss Daven¬ 
port. “He can walk a little but he 
would fall if his blood pressure 
dropped while walking. 

“He needs a lot of care and super¬ 
vision and social services have put a 
care package in place.” 

She said Cahill, who currently 
lives in a one-bedroom flat in Saffron 
Walden and is on benefits, is visited 
four times a day by a district nurse 
and has help in the morning and 
evening. 

“He seems to experience mental 
blocks due to his condition which can 
put others at risk,” she said, adding 
that when his blood sugars were high 
his behaviour became unpredictable. 

Chairman of the bench Walter Hall 
told Cahill he had committed serious 
offences on people serving the pub¬ 
lic, adding: “They have a right to be 
protected from violence.” 

But he said the court accepted the 
expert evidence it had received about 
his behaviour. 

Cahill, who pleaded guilty to three 
offences of common assault, was 
given a two-year conditional dis¬ 
charge.

C ARRYING around gas masks 
during the war years and the 
ongoing debate about whether 
school dinners were delightful or 
disgusting are some of the memories 
shared from former pupils of Harlow 
Common CoE school this week. 

A few weeks ago we printed a photograph 
of pupils attending the school in May 1950. 
It was sent in by Church Leys resident 
Arlene Jacobs and among those whose 
responded were John Deller, of Potter 
Street, and Rosalind Edwards (nee Peden), 
of Tower Road, Epping. 

John, who was a pupil at the school during 
the years of the Second World War, said 
seeing the photo had brought back happy 
memories for him. 

“I attended [the school ] from 1936-1945 
when you went in one end at five years of 
age and came out the other at 14, ready for 
the world. 

“It was a time when I recall carrying the 
required gas mask in a small box and also 
having to go into the brick air raid shelters, 
although I think that must have been for 
practice as most air raids were at night. 

“We also had a period during the war when, 
because of the sheer number of evacuees in 
Potter Street, we only had to go to schoool 
for half days which we thought was lovely.” 
John said he could remember popular 
schoolmaster Mr Crouch, although he has 
particularly fond memories of Miss 
Cunningham who also appears in the photo. 
“Miss Cunningham would occasionally give 
me a half crown \2/6d in ‘old’money or 
12 V 2 p today ] to take home towards a 
prisoner of war parcel for my brother in 
Germany” he said. “I think she had a 
nephew in the same predicament.”

John added: “This is the first photograph I 
have seen of the school. If anyone has any 
from the war years I would love to see 
them.” 

Rosalind got in touch after spotting herself 
in the picture. “I just had to write and share 
my experience of going to Harlow Common 
School,” she said. 

“I was 10 years old in the photo and I’m at 
the end of row three on the right counting 
from the bottom. My sister Doreen, who 
was eight, was also in the photo. 

“We had to cycle in all weathers from Rye 
Hill although I remember there was a 
teacher - Mrs Mockley - who walked both 
ways each day from Jacks Hatch, Broadley 
Common. What dedication! 

“The classrooms were divided by partitions, 
toilets were outside and there was a separate 
washroom with cold water only. The 
playground was also divided, boys on one 
side and girls on the other. 

“The infants’ classroom had a big open fire 
which was lit during the winter and our 
milk ration was warmed in front of it, 
though I wasn’t keen on milk and thought 
warm milk was even worse, 

“Our school dinners were shipped in from 
Epping in big heated containers and though 
lots of the children didn’t like them I have 
fond memories, especially of the lemon 
curd tart. 

“The headmaster in the photo was Mr 
Benton, with Mr Henderson on his right. 
The lady in the centre was Miss 
Cunningham, who taught into her late 
eighties. She became a headteacher at 
another Harlow school and was featured 
many times in the Star, passing away in

SIR, Councillor Michael Danvers deplores 
people’s aspirations to own their own home 
(. Letters , June 14). He states the Right To Buy 
has left thousands of people on the council 
house waiting list with no hope of housing. 

He is partly right but his claim that it was 
Labour who were responsible for a major 
housing programme after the war is wrong. 

The greatest rise in housebuilding was under 
successive Conservative governments from 
1951- 1965 and again under Ted Heath, when it 
peaked around 350,000 a year. 

Under Tony Blair it fell from 156,000 in 1997 
to just 88,000 in 2009, the lowest on record. 
Cllr Danvers also ignores the fact that most 
people, like me, who bought their homes still 
live in them. He forgets that under Labour’s 
immigration policy, now exposed as a political 
ploy to boost their multicultural dream and 
Labour votes, left this country with a net gain 
of three million people. 

Conservatives inherited this chaos at a time 
when Labour’s recession and massive debt 
binge left this country and our council 
bankrupt. Then we were hit by the banking 
crisis. And here we are, no money left, no 
homes left and Cllr Danvers calling for 
massive council house building.

It is the bedrock institution for culture to 
sustain itself through having and nurturing 
children. We feel there are aspects of men and 
women that are important to the institution of 
marriage which are not just physical. 

Social science research agrees that children do 
best when raised in homes with married 
opposite sex parents, although of course there 
are many single parents that do a heroic job of 
raising their children in difficult circumstances. 
Some may say that marriage is not about 
children, but nevertheless heterosexual union is 
still the kind of union best for children and 
should, therefore, be protected. 

The legal and theological definition of 
marriage is “voluntary union for life of one 
man and one woman to the exclusion of all 
others”. Civil partnerships already provide all 
the legal benefits of marriage and same sex 
couples may choose to have civil partnerships, 
but we don’t feel they have the right to redefine 
marriage for the rest of us. 

In this politically correct society there is much 
pressure to keep quiet when some minorities 
voice their objections to traditional values, but 
perhaps this is not the time to keep silent.

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Fire crews in strike vote 


FIREFIGHTERS in Essex have voted 
in favour of strike action in a dispute 
over cuts to frontline services. 

Crews voted two-to-one in favour of a 
walkout in a ballot held by the Fire 
Brigades Union - although the FBU has 
held off setting a date for industrial action 
in the hope a compromise deal can be 
thrashed out. 

The row centres around the Essex fire 
authority’s plans to reduce its spending, 
which the union claims will result in the 
loss of one in five crews and have a seri-

ous impact on service delivery. 

Mick Rogers, Essex FBU’s brigade sec¬ 
retary, said the overwhelming support for 
strike action highlighted genuine con¬ 
cerns over the planned cutbacks. 

“Essex fire crews have shown the 
strength of opposition to frontline cuts 
and changes being forced through without 
their agreement,” he said. “The result 


explodes the myth peddled to councillors 
that fire crews have no genuine concerns. 

“This damaging myth has led council¬ 
lors to support disastrous plans to impose 
changes and press ahead with cuts. 

“There is a window of opportunity to 
negotiate and reach an agreement accept¬ 
able to both sides in this dispute if coun¬ 
cillors want that to happen.. 

He added: “No-one in the fire service 
ever wants to take strike action and no- 
one will be happy if we are forced to do 
so. It is crucial the fire authority now 


wakes up and joins with us in genuine 
moves to resolve this dispute.” 

Of the 749 firefighters balloted across 
the county, 532 backed industrial action 
and 217 voted against a walkout. 

Fire authority chairman Anthony Hed- 
ley said he was bitterly disappointed at the 
result of the ballot and warned the FBU it 
would face a public backlash if industrial 
action was taken. 

“This is 2012, not the 1970s,” he said. 
“In all walks of life people are facing 
change and unprecedented financial 


uncertainty. 

“Firefighters have been told their jobs 
are secure and so is their shift system. 
Unlike other fire and rescue services 
across the UK, the authority has pledged 
to keep all fire stations open and retain all 
of our fire engines. 

“But we do not have a bottomless pit of 
cash and we have to modernise outdated 
working practices and ensure that we are 
using our resources paid for by council 
tax payers in Essex in the most efficient 
and effective way.”

A TALENTED young artist is 
making waves at a Harlow 
housing development after 
one of her sculptures was 
given pride of place at the 
heart of the new estate.

Hospital staff given award 
for hip-op bone donations 


STAFF at Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital have been 
given a pat on the back for their 
efforts to secure bone donations 
from patients undergoing hip 
replacement surgery. 

The orthopaedic pre-assess¬ 
ment team and theatre staff 
received an award from NHS 
Blood and Transplant after man¬ 
aging to collect 111 femoral 
heads [hip bones] over the past 


12 months through the hospital’s 
live bone donation programme. 

The initiative works by giving 
patients undergoing replacement 
surgery the option of donating 
the bone being removed for use 
as a packing agent in future hip 
operations. 

The procedure helps the reci¬ 
pient’s bones to bind more suc¬ 
cessfully with the artificial 
replacement.

HEALTH CHECK* 


A simple blood 
lives of 10,000 

A CCORDING to a survey of men aged 45 and over, 
70 per cent know nothing about their prostate or 
the symptoms of prostate cancer. 

The prostate, found only in men, is located below the 
bladder. It produces some of the fluid in semen and 
protects sperm during intercourse. 

The prostate often enlarges as men get older. For 
two-thirds of men aged 50 or over this doesn't cause 
any problems but in some cases it can cause urinary 
complications or, if a cell in the prostate starts to 
multiply out of control, cancer can develop. 

Prostate cancer is the most common cancer in men 
in the UK. More than 40,000 are diagnosed with 
prostate cancer every year and 250,000 are 
currently living with the disease. Around 10,000 die 
from it every year, making it the second most 
common cause of cancer deaths in men after lung 
cancer. 

However, during the past 10 years death rates have 
fallen by 11 per cent. This is due to a range of 
factors, including improvements in the treatments 
available and possibly because men are having the 
cancer diagnosed earlier. 

Unlike many other cancers, prostate cancer usually 
progresses very slowly and for this reason it is 
treatable if it is caught fast enough. Thanks to 
modern testing and treatment methods, survival 
rates of newly diagnosed prostate cancer patients 
have improved from 30 per cent in the 1970s to 80 
per cent today. 

What are the symptoms? 

Prostate cancer symptoms can be the same as other 
prostate problems and it should be noted that most 
men will experience no symptoms at all. However, a 
visit to your GP is advisable if you: 

» need to urinate often, especially at night; 

» have difficulty starting to urinate; 

» are straining to urinate or take a long time to 
finish; 

» experience pain when urinating or during sex. 
Other less common symptoms include pain in the 


test could save

lower back and blood in the urine 
For some men the first noticeable symptoms are 
from prostate cancer which has spread to their 
bones. If this happens you may notice pain in your 
back, hips, pelvis or testicles that was not there 
before. These symptoms could be caused by other 
problems such as general aches and pains or 
arthritis, but it is still a good idea to get them 
checked out by your GP if you are worried. 

Getting tested 

A simple blood test carried out by your GP can 
detect the early signs of prostate cancer. All men 
over 50 are entitled to a PSA test free on the NHS. 
The test measures the level of PSA (prostate- 
specific antigen) in your blood. PSA is a protein 
produced by normal cells in the prostate and also by 
prostate cancer cells. Some of it will leak into your 
blood and the amount depends on your age and the 
health of your prostate. 

A raised PSA level in your blood may show that you 
have a problem with your prostate. However, this 
may not be due to cancer. Other conditions such as 
an enlarged prostate, prostatitis or a urinary 
infection can also cause a raised PSA level. 

What happens after the test? 

One out of three men with a raised PSA level will 
have cancer. The higher the level of PSA, the more 
likely it is to be a sign of cancer. 

If your PSA level is raised, your GP will arrange for 
you to see a specialist for further tests. It may be 
suggested that you have a digital rectal examination 
and a biopsy, which involves taking tissue samples 
from the prostate gland, may also be needed. 

If you suspect something isn't right you should 
discuss your concerns with your GP. Very often the 
symptoms will be for something less serious but they 
can still have a significant impact on your quality of 
life and you do not need to suffer in silence. 

And if the appointment does nothing more than 
alleviate your fears, it's worth it.

Engaging rom-com on 
the course of true love

LOVE hurts - though not too 
badly - in Nicholas Stoller’s 
romantic comedy about a doe¬ 
eyed couple whose rose-tinted 
dreams of marital bliss are 
undone by the pressures of 
everyday life. 

The Five-Year Engagement is 
written by Stoller and leading man 
Jason Segel and trades heavily on 
the winning rapport between 
Segel and British actress Emily 
Blunt. 

The leads gel delightfully in front 
of the cameras and kindle sparks 
of sexual chemistry that have us 


rooting for the soon-to-be-weds 
when fate steps in and conspires 
to tear them apart. 

San Francisco sous chef Tom 
(Segel) meets psychology graduate 
Violet (Blunt) at a ‘Make Your 
Own Superhero’ party.’ On the first 
anniversary of that meeting, Tom 
nervously pops the question with 
help from his best friend Alex 
(Chris Pratt). 

Tom’s parents Pete (David 
Paymer) and Carol (Mimi 
Kennedy) and Violet’s mother 
Sylvia (Jacki Weaver) are thrilled 
and, at the subsequent 
engagement party, bed-hopping 
ladies’ man Alex has an encounter 
with Violet’s emotionally volatile 
sister Suzie (Alison Brie) that he 


will never forget. 

Soon after, Violet secures a 
doctoral position at Michigan 
University, studying under 
Professor Winton Childs (Rhys 
Ifans), and so Tom selflessly 
sacrifices his career to follow her 
to the frozen Midwest. 

However, the move puts the 
relationship under intolerable 
strain and Tom and Violet 
contemplate breaking off the 
engagement to pursue their career 
ambitions in separate states. 
Stoller’s slick confection woos us 
with a terrific opening 30 minutes 
of zinging one-liners and colourful 
supporting performances. Weaver 
is a hoot as the heroine’s sardonic 
and cynical mother who has 


suffered her fair share of heartache 
and scoffs at the myth peddled by 
Hollywood of a fairy-tale romance 
in which Tom Hanks gets the girl. 
For all its barbs and grim 
predictions of impending anguish, 
the film is engineered with clinical 
precision to rouse and entertain. 
But after the promising start, the 
initial attraction to the script and 
the characters wanes and we 
almost fall out of love entirely with 
the film during a plodding and 
bloated middle section that 
noticeably treads water. 

Thankfully, our disenchantment is 
tempered by unerring affection for 
Segel and Blunt and some lovely 
set pieces.

ADAPTED from the novel by 
Seth Grahame-Smith 
supposedly based on secret 
diaries penned by the 16th 
president of the United States, 
Abraham Lincoln: Vampire 
Hunter is an action-packed 
horror directed by Kazakhstan- 
born film-maker Timur 
Bekmambetov. 

As a boy, Abraham Lincoln 
(Benjamin Walker) learns that 
his grandfather was slain by a 
vampire and his beloved 
mother Nancy (Robin 
McLeavy) died as a result of a 
fanged fiend. 

He swears to kill as many 
creatures of the night and is 
mentored by Henry Sturges 
(Dominic Cooper), who 
teaches Abraham combat and 
hunting techniques. 


During a trip to New Orleans, 
Abraham witnesses a slave 
auction and realises that 
people are being sold to 
vampires as food, a heinous 
practice which propels 
Abraham on his political 
course as a fervent abolitionist. 
He marries Mary Todd (Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead) and they 
raise a family, but all the while 
Abraham continues his 
vampire-hunting exploits. 

As his political career gathers 
momentum, Abraham must 
juggle his responsibilities and 
he relies on his assistant 
Joshua Speed (Jimmi 
Simpson) and trusty valet 
William Johnson (Anthony 
Mackie) to safeguard his 
crusade against the forces of 
darkness

(Julianne Hough) leaves Oklahoma for the bright 
lights of Los Angeles where she meets aspiring rocker 
Drew Boley (Diego Boneta) who works as a bartender 
at The Bourbon Room. He persuades owner Dennis 
Dupree (Alec Baldwin) and right-hand man Lonny 
Barnett (Russell Brand) to hire Sherrie as a waitress. 
Bare-chested frontman Stacee Jaxx (Tom Cruise) 
comes between lovebirds Drew and Sherrie, while 
Mayor Mike Whitmore (Bryan Cranston) and his 
puritanical wife Patricia (Catherine Zeta-Jones) 
pledge to clean up the city by shutting down The 
Bourbon Room.

When she beats 
fast-rising Lisa Temple (Lily James) in a qualification 
race to book her spot at the World Championships, 
Shania is invited by coach Tommy Southern (Noel 
Clarke) to join the relay squad. However, Lisa runs the 
anchor leg and tension intensifies when Shania 
develops a crush on physiotherapist Carl (Bradley 
James), who is also the object of Lisa's affections. 

PROMETHEUS After astrophysicist Dr Elizabeth Shaw 
(Noomi Rapace) and her partner Charlie Holloway 
(Logan Marshall-Green) unearth an ancient cave 
painting that confirms the existence of an extra¬ 
terrestrial race known as the Engineers, wealthy 
industrialist Peter Weyland (Guy Pearce) agrees to 
finance a voyage to the alien home planet. A 
spaceship called Prometheus captained by Janek 
(Idris Elba) provides the transport for Weyland 
company executive Meredith Vickers (Charlize 
Theron) and the crew, but as the explorers touch 
down on the Engineers' home world they are woefully 
unprepared for what awaits them.

When the girl escapes and flees into the Dark 
Forest, Ravenna hires a huntsman (Chris Hemsworth) 
to track her down. But he falls under Snow White's 
spell and agrees to help her overthrow the evil queen. 

MEN IN BLACK 3 Boglodite assassin Boris The Animal 
(Jemaine Clement) escapes from a high security 
prison and plans to travel back in time to kill the man 
who put him behind bars - Agent K (Tommy Lee 
Jones). Having ascertained the past has been altered, 
Agent J (Will Smith) travels back to 1969 to save his 
best friend from annihilation.

A SK any musician and they’ll 
tell you that it”s not the first 
album that causes all the 
headaches, it’s the second one. 

If you’ve had a surprise success with 
the first one, everyone is waiting for 
something better second time around 
and it’s hardly surprising that the 
pressure causes some artists to falter.

more mature exterior styling. It’s no 
accident that it now compliments 
other recently launched cars such as 
the Picanto and Optima. The same is 
true on the inside, with the Cee’d 
borrowing heavily from the larger 
Optima in terms of switchgear design 
and control layout. 

Space is also important in a family car 
and the five-door Cee’d offers enough 
for both front and rear occupants. At 
the rear the car’s boot is a good size, 
which bodes well for family or 
company car duties. 

It’s all very well nailing the basics but 
the Cee’d also moves the stereotypical 
Korean car game on with the likes of 
the more frugal petrol and diesel 


engines plus an all-new direct shift 

gearbox - a 

first for the car maker. 

If the original Cee’d was tasked to 
look and feel the same way as 
comparable European cars, this second 
gen model takes it all a step forward 
with a very Euro-like ride and 
handling character plus comes with all 
the toys you’d expect of something 
developed by the established players. 
From the quality ambience of the 
cabin to the tasteful use of bright 
coloured trim, it’s clear that Kia has 
stepped up a gear in its bid to secure 
more buyers. The liberal sprinkling of 
kit at all levels - from the basics such 
as air-con to power adjustable mirrors, 


a split-fold rear seat and an audio unit 
with USB connectivity - to options 
such as leather and an easy to use sat- 
nav unit, panoramic roof and xenon 
headlights are further proof of Kia’s 
determination to tempt drivers who 
would have swiftly dismissed the 
previous generation. 

Adding further temptation is the car’s 
engine line-up, which boasts sub 
lOOg/km CO 2 emitting 1.6-litre diesel 
alongside a 1.4 diesel and both 1.4 
and 1.6-litre petrol units. Engine stop- 
start has been retained on this Cee’d 
for 1.6-litre cars, while there’s a 
choice of gearboxes depending on the 
engine. 

Alongside the familiar conventional 


auto unit is an all-new direct shift 
gearbox. Newly developed by Kia and 
Hyundai, the inclusion of this gearbox 
brings Kia into line with the many 
other makers who have taken the 
plunge with this better-than-average 
efficient approach to changing gear. 
The default transmission is a six- 
speed manual unit, but the DSG offers 
a smoother and faster shift plus 
potentially more economical 
performance. Available for the 1.6 
petrol models, it’s easy to see this 
combination’s appeal around town 
when ordinarily you’d be stirring the 
manual gearlever more times than is 
healthy for you. 

With the Cee’d experience now a 
much improved one, there’s no longer 
any hint of a compromise in the way 
the car drives and rides. The supple 
suspension coupled with the various 
engines’ willing and refined power 
delivery ensure that you get the a very 
Euro-like driving and ownership 
experience. 

And in that sense Kia has made 
another significant leap forward; now 
the Cee’d can be sensibly and 
rationally compared to any number of 
traditional European rivals in a 
positive light. 

The car has all the right kit, good 
looks and performance to match. 
Factor in Kia’s generous seven year 
warranty and what’s not to like?

SPRINTER Sam 
Watts came a bril¬ 
liant second in the 
English Athletics 
U-23 Champion¬

He came third in his 
semi-final with a time 
of 21.18s after three 
false starts. 

The first attempt saw 
another sprinter’s blocks 
fly back. 

Officials restarted the 
race after most athletes 
had already completed 
50m. 

It was disappointing 
for Sam as he had made 


an excellent start and 
was well ahead of 
Talbot. “I would have 
broken 21 seconds,” he 
said confidently. “I 
know I had had a great 
start and Danny [Talbot] 
had not overtaken me. 

“It just shows I am 
more than capable of 
running 20 seconds.” 

In the second attempt 
to start the race, 
Hertford’s Antonio 


Infantino false started 
and then this fiasco of a 
race saw the third 
attempt marred when 
the starter’s gun would 
not go off! 

Sam’s time of 21.18 
in the semi-final was 
just a fraction of a sec¬ 
ond below his season 
best (21.11s). 

“The conditions 
weren’t fantastic. Some 
of the times I ran were 
pretty good,” he said. 

Former Leventhorpe 
School student Sam has 
struggled this season 
following an ankle 
injury which ruled him 
out for six weeks in the 
winter. This meant he 
lost out on much of the 
power work which 
enabled him to have 
such an impressive 2010 
when he competed in 
the World Junior 
Championships in 
Canada and then nar¬ 
rowly missed out on a 
place at the European 
Championships in 2011. 

However, he believes 
the psychological barri¬ 
er of breaking 21 sec¬ 
onds can soon be made. 

“It’s just a mental bar¬ 
rier I have to break,” he 
added. “I’m positive 
minded. This is not my 
time. I am still young 
and developing.”
